ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 

Washington, D. C., June 12.—[Spe- 
dal.J—Indorsement by cabinet mem- 
ters of the pending bills to regulate 
exchanges, packing establish- 
ments, and coal production and dis- 
trpution is believed to indicate that 
President Harding is prepared to ap- 
prove these measures and to defend 
them as harmonizing with his pro- 
pouncement for “less government in 
business.” 

Secretary of Agriculture Wallace ap- 
proved the grain exchange ahd meat 
packing dills, while Secretary of Com- 
merce Hoover and Secretary of the In- 
terior Fall went on reord as favoring 
the Frelinghuysen bill for the stabili- 
zation of the coal industry. 

Secretary Wallace, however, ap- 
proved amendments to the exchange 
bill to eliminate some of the features 
most objectionable to the grain ex- 
chahges. It ig the understanding also 
that the administration is inclined to 
favor the meat packer contro! bill as 
passed by the house, rather than the 
wore drastic eenate bill. ‘ 

Ne Heavy Hand on Coal. 

The administration is against‘ any 
radical regulation of the coal industry. 
preferring to confine legislation to the 
Frelitigh uy serr bill, which gives the 
werlary of commerce and the depart- 
ment of the interior power to make in- 
Vestigations and obtain full informa- 


casumption and prices. 

It is the understanding that Presi- 
dent Harding will veto bilis more far 
Teaching than those approved by his 
officers. The administration 
takes the view, however, that some 
legislation is justified and will not be 
#8 unwarranted interference on the 
part of the government in business. 

“Both of these bills are*the result 
agitation and dissatisfaction @xtend- 
iig over a long period of years,” said 
Secretary Wallace. “ They have sprung 
out of a belief on the part of large 
numbers of farmers that our grain ex- 
changes are places where grain prices 
are manipulated to the digadvantage 
of the farmer, and that our larger 
packing enterprises are conducted in 
such a way as to produce violent and 
unfair filuctuatione in the prices of 
live stock. 

“Pit” Best Plan Yet Devised. 

“very one who has studied our 
system of making prices on grains is 
forced to admit that, up to the pres- 
ent time, it is the best system that 
has yet been developed. But it is a 
matter of common knowledge that 
around these gtain exchanges abuses 
have grown up which are detrimental 
to every Jegitimate interest. 

“We know that there is manipula- 
tion by large operators which at 
times unfairly depresses the price of 
grain and at other times unfairly ad- 
vances the price of grain to the injury 
of the consumer. The legislation now 
being considered is directed toward the 
removal of these unfair practices. The 
proposal that the department of agri- 
culture shall administer the legislation, 
should it be enacted, has given rise 
to the cry of umwagranted interfer- 
ence in business. 

' Ne Harm to “Good” Business. 

“Tt is inconceivable that in admin- 
istering such a law the department of 
Agriculture should do anything that 
would interfere with the legitimate op- 
eration of institutions conducted for 
the purpose of arriving at fair prices 
tor farmers’ products.

‘SIMS DENBY 


Admiral Puts Blame 
on Press Account. 


Washington, D. C., June 12.—Re- 
marks attributed to him in press re- 
ports of his recent address before the 
English Speaking union in London, in 
which he criticized’activities of Sinn 
Fein sympathizers in this country, were 
not correctly quoted and were mis- 
leading, Admiral William S. Sims qe 
clared in a cablegram received today 
by Secretary Denby. 

“Report of statements is incorrect 
and inferentially wrong,” said the state 
ment. “Context misleading and gar- 
bled. Statement actually made was 
substantially the same as repeatedly 
made in public in America and in my 
book, ‘ The tory at Sea,’ and in pub- 
lic address at meeting held for in- 
creasing good relations between the 
English speaking people.” 

Denby Makes No Comment. 

Secretary Denby would ot comment 
on the admiral’s message. In view of 
the fact that Mr. Denby yesterday re- 
voked the remainder of the officer's 
leave of absence and ordered him to 
return at once to the United States to 
report in person at the navy depart- 
ment, it was indicated that no further 
steps would be taken in the case until 
Admiral Sims’ return. It then will be 
decided, it was said, whether Secretary 
Denby would press his inquiry into the 
matter. 

Admiral Sims’ reference in his cable- 
gram to his speeches in this country 
recalled the addresses he made in Bos- 
ton last winter, in which he assailed 
Sinn Fein sympathizers in Ahis..coun- 
try. Secretary Daniels was bombarded 
with telegrams and letters demanding 
that disciplinary action be taken 
against the officer, but no such steps 
were taken.

In 1919 the birth registration area em- 
braced all of the New Bngland states, the 
Atlantic seaboard as far south as Geor- 
gia, the Pacific slépe, the northern part 
of the Mississippi valley so called, and 
the states of Utah and Kansas. The 
great majority of the remaining states 

have approved birth registration 
‘laws, but they do not properly enforce 
| It is safe to predict that the tenth 
‘annual report on birth registration will 
Show that more than three-fourths of the 
people are having their babies properly 
registered.

| In 1919 the number of boy babies born 
exceeded the number of girls by 40,000. 
This does not mean that this country will 
shortly be inhabited by males only. The 
male is more reckless with his life and 
this necessitates that more of his kind 
should be born. From the cradle to the 
lean and slippered age the female has the 
lower death rate. 

The population still continues to in- 
crease in spite of the stoppage of immi- 
gration and the surging abroad of count- 
less thousands looking for beer. The 
birth rate of the year was 9.3 per 1,000 
higher than the death rate. At that rate 
our population increased about 900,000 
in 1919 as the result of excess of births 
over deaths. 

New Hampshire had the lowest excess 
of any state. Since their excess of births 
over deaths was only 2,276, they only 
nee to lose the equivalent of one vil- 
lage by the way of the European beer 
thirst route to have no gain at all. 


The highest birth rate for the ‘year , 
29.3, is an honor which goes to Utah. 
The highest excess of birth rate over 
death rate Ifkewise goes to Utah. On 
the ot hand the lowest birth rate, 
16.8, was that of California. If this rate 
drops much lower we will have a dearth 
of the fine supply of statesmen, actors, 
and baseball players.

The statement is made “ wherever the 
deaths outnumber the births the excess 
is usually among the colored population.” 
Nevertheless, a study of the birth rates 
of the two groups in 1919, as compared 
with 1918, showed that the colored rate

increased 1 per cent and the white de- 
creased 7 per cent. The relatively high 
birth rate among the whites was due to 
the foreign born rather than the native 
born.

South Carolina, Virginia, Washington, 
and Wisconsin. But there are few for- 
eign born in ee Carolina, 
South Carolina, and 

The study shows that most of the one 
child families are among the native 
born. The families in which there are 
seven to twenty children each are mostly 
among the foreign born. If we clase the 
mothers born in this country jwhose par- 
ents were foreign born with the foreign 
born mothers we find that the combined 
group is responsible for almost all of the 
gain in population due to excess of 
births over deaths. 

The baby death rate shows a very grat- 
ifying decrease—87 in 1919, as compared 
with 101 in 1918. Oregon and Wash- 
ington are the banner states for baby 
welfare.

TRANSPLANTING ON HOF DAY. 
Scorching sunshine in June makes it 
necessary for the gardener to take 
extra precaution in transplanting. Most 
Vegetable plants are delicate and sen- 
sitive to heat until they get started. 
It is just about as important to pro- 
tect plants that are set out in warm 
Weather from heat as it is to protect 
them from the cold in early spring. 
No matter how carefully plants are 
handled when they are being trans- 
Planted, their growth is more or less 
temporarily checked, particularly if 
they-are taken out of the ground and 
exposed for any length of time before 
they are set out.. They give off an 
enormous amount of water from the 
leaves in warm weather, and unless 
handled carefully the seedlings wither, 
the leaves become parched and the 
Plants soon die. | 

Por this reason it has been found 
Wise to keep all seedlings shaded for 
the first three or four days. This 
Sives the roots time to become estab- 
lished well enough to take up moisture 
from the soil at least as rapidly as it 
is given off by the leaves.

I want 
th to khow that I know exactly 
what every man in the department is 
doing at all times. And if they don’t 
do right, the police force is no place 
for them. 

“The police department is the city’s 
biggest department. In it we disburse 
$11,000,000 a year. I'm going to give 
the city its money’s worth—I'm going 
to see that the citizens get $11,000,000 
worth of police protection.” 

“In connection with your investiga- 
tors’ reports, did you hear anything 
about a battle between a captain d 
a lieutenant at a certain station?” 
chief was asked. 

Knows All About Case. 

“Yes,” he answered. ‘“‘I know all 
about it.” 

“Did you know,” he was asked. 
“that both men drew their revolvers 
and there came near being a murder?” 

“ Yes; I know exactly what hap- 
pened,” the chief replied. “I have a 
full report of that matter on my desk. 
I haven't done anything in that mat- 
ter—not yet.” 

Then he continued: 

“ All I ask of a policeman is that he 
does an honest day’s work. lam not 
suspending men fox, little human mis- 
takes that all of us make. You can’t 
expect any man to walk a beat steadily 
for eight hours a day. 

After Habitual Loafers. 


“TI don’t mind if a man rests @ bit 
now. and again. But the fellow who 
makes a round of the saloons in his 
district, pulls the box, and then makes 
another round of the saloons, loafing 
a while in each one—that’s the fellow 
I don’t want on this department. It 
iefi’t fair to the good mer, the men wh» 
| work, to keep such a fellow in the de- 
partment. 
| “It just simmers down to this: The 
policeman who does the right thing for 
me will be well taken care of; the man 
who won’t do the right thing will be 
just as well taken care of. 

“TI have fired more men, probably. 
than all the other Chicago police chiefs 
put together. On the other hand, I 
have raised more men’s pay, made 
more promotions, given the men more 
added compensation, than all the other 
chiefs put together. 

“My system works both ways. The 
investigators don’t bring in only bad 
reports. Often they bring in good 
ones. When they come in with a re. 
port about some officer doing a merito- 
rious piece of work in the line of duty 
—something that might never come to 
my attention except through the inves-

: N attempt is being made at 
Springfield to repeal the law 
that prohibits.fishing within 100 
feet of a dam. Of the laws regu- 


lating hook and line fishig in Illi-| 


nois this is the one most violated, ac- 
cording to the chief warden's reports 
of convictions. Consequently, the law 
is unpopular in some quarters, in 
quarters that seem to have some in- 
fluence. 


is repealed it will mean the end of 
river fishing in Illinois. This state 
is too thickly populated, there are too 
many fishermen and too many dams, to 
permit of ‘fishing at the dams. Such 
fishing, under Illinois conditions, is 
unfair to the fish; it doesn’t give them 
a chance. 

Dams are, and always were, the 
favorite resorts of lawless fishermen, 
of users of dynamite, lime bottles, 
spears, snag hooks, and other illegal 
fishing devices. Under the present law 
the use of such means at dams is 
risky; the wardens get you on two 
counts: for fishing illegally and for fish- 
ing within 100 feet of a dam. 

Repeal the latter law and you in- 
.vité a resumption of the practices that 
have nearly depleted Illinois rivers of 
game fishes. There are not enough 
of these fishes left to permit even 
legitimate hook and line fishing at the 
dams. 

Sportsmen, particularly sportsmen’s 
organizations, should get busy at once 
and see that the law is not repealed.

Stuffed Fish. 


All the hot part of a summer @nner 
may be ¢cdmbined and served as one 
plece by various devices. One of the 
less frequently used is a fish stuffed 
with a v ble filling. This filling 
is surely one of the best things to eat 
anybody could desire if made to perfec- 
tion. Two slices of cod or halibut or 
a large fish of white flesh may be 
dressed with it. Quite a sermon might 
be preached or a historic discourse 
might be prepared an the convenience, 
palatability, etc., of a bit of salt pork 
in summer cookery. 
Cut enough salt pork into dice to 
yield two tablespoons of fat when it is 
gently cooked in the frying pan. Take

Cover the pan and let these sweat 
or smother until they are soft but not 
brown. 


In the meantime mash and season to 
perfection enough potato to make ene 
cup-—as many cups as you need if you 
also multiply the other ingredients in 
the same proportion—and mix the crisp 
pork dice with it. When the vegeta- 
bles are soft put this potato into the 
frying pan and mix all thoroughly over 
the heat. If the mixture should seem 
dry add cream, a tablespoon at a time, 
to make it of the desired consistency. 


If this is put between two slices of 
fish, baste the whole with a little melt- 
ed butter, sprinkle with fine crumbs, 
and put into a 500 degree oven for 
twenty minutes, basting it with butter 


dressing is made to fill a fish, or to put 
between two fish steaks, it may be 
massed at one side of the pan and 
baked with the rest.
